Where one case comes to the 
attention of the physicians theio are 
twenty never treated by them. The writ- 
er knows of a single neighborhood where 
twelve or fifteen little folks have had it, 
without the attendance of a physician. 
The wise elderly mothers at first pro- 
nounced it to be measles in each case, but 
as time wote on they reversed their diag- 
nosis, and frankly admitted that it was a 
now ailment.

Holclerness Acquitted. 


On yesterday Robert W. Holdernees, 


of this city, had a hearing in the United 
States court at Springfield on a charge of 
complicity in passing a counterfeit coin 
to the value of a dollar, and was acquit- 
ted.

1'Tozen to Death in Dakota. 


We learu to-day the cause of the death 
Moses Brown, brother of Joseph and 


Amos Brown, of this county, whose re- 
mains arrived at Warreusburg on Mon- 
lay from Dakota. It appearp that dur- 
ng the recent severe blizzard which 
wept over the northwest, Moses Brown 
went to Plrmkinton, a. distance of fifteen 
miles, and stayed there over night. The 
next day he started for his home taking 
with him the mail for the neighborhood. 
?he blizzard was ragine terribly and the 
weather was freezing cold. It is learned 
hat Moses delivered the last piece of mail 
matter he had at four o'clock that after- 
noon, within three miles of his home. 
Chat was the last seen of him. It was 
upposed by his friends that Moses had 
aken refuge from the cold in some house 
and no alarm was felt for his safety until 
hree days had elapsed when a search 
was instituted to learn his whereabouts. 
The missing man was found frozen to 
death about 40 miles from his home, He 
lad lost his way when within three miles 
of his cabin, and wandered about until he 
finally succumbed to the cold. It is not 
tuown when he died, but it is believed it 
was on either the 2d or 3d day of Febru- 
iry. ' Tho body was expressed to New 
Hampshire hist night for burial, and was 
iccompaiiied by Joseph Browu. 


The Stats Militia. 


Tho somewhat lengthy report of Adjt. 


Gen. Elliott, of the I. N, G,, has been 
>resented to Governor Hamilton. 
It 


opens with a recital of the fact that at the 
date of the Inspector General's last re- 
port tho Illinois National Guard consisted 


if 8,229 scattered soldiery, in all stages of 
liscipline. It comprised three brigades 
In speaking oC the reorganization of the 
ruard, the adjutant general says: 
I discovered that many of the coinpan- 


.es were stationed at small towns—some 
without railroad or telegraphic commu- 
nication, and could by no possibility ren- 
der speedy and efficient service to the 
state, even if they were otherwise in a 
condition to do so. I deemed it my first 
duty to ascertain the ability of the sever- 
al organizations to render efficient service 
on instant notice; and, also, their charac- 
;er and condition generally. I therefore 
summoned to this office the inspector 
general and the assistant inspectors of 
Brigades, and asked to be informed of the 
status of the several regiments, battalions 
and companies. 
Upon the recommenda- 


tion of these officers quite a number of 
companies were disbanded without fur- 
ther investigation. I then ordered the in- 
spector general to make a most thorough 
inspection of every command in the state, 
to ascertain its efficiency nnd make report 
to this office. Upon this report thirty- 
seven companies were disbanded, and the 
force reduced to about 5,000 officers and 
enlisted men. 


The general states that appropriations 


Cor the maintenance of the state militia 
are entirely inadequate to carry out the 
provisions of the law under which it is 
organized.

FEARFUL EXPLOSION. 


A Taylorville Tile Fac 


tory the Scene. 


FEARFUL LOSS OF LIFE. 


TATLOBVILLZ, ILL., Feb. 9.—A 


most fatal boiler explosion occurred 
at Peter Neu's tile factory, in the 
southeast part of this city, at 7 
o'clock this morning. ' The cause of 
the explosion is generally believed to 
tie that the boiler had little or no 
water at all in it, and that when the 
engineer, John Jones, fired up this 
morning he neglected to have plenty 
of water in the boiler till the explo 
sion occurred. 
The explosion was 


distinctly felt for a mile away and 
shook houses in all parts of town. 
John Jones was not a practical engi- 
neer and seems to have had little 
care as to whether the boiler had 
water in it or not, probably not real- 
zing what might happen if there 
ivas no water in the boiler when it 
jocaoie very hot. 


Tho rnon were coming in to go to 


work, and naturally came around the 
engine and boiler to know when 
everything \nould be ready to begin. 
This accounts for so many being 
dlled, as there were but eight mon 
on the ground at the time of the 
accident. 
Tho following 
persons 


were killed . 


Peter Nou. the proprietor of the 


die factory. 
He was a small, heavy 


set man, about 40 years old. He 
lad his skull fractured and both legs 
xroken, and died instantly. 
He 


eaves a wife and three children in 
moderate circumstances. 


John Jones, the engineer a tall 


oung man about 26 years old ; skull 
n-oken and bowels torn out 
He 


died instantly, and loaves a wife. 


Samuel Lanac, a medium-sked 


man, about 30 years old, was torn to 
>ieces and died at onco. 
He leaves 


a wife. 


William Drishel, about 55 years 


old, head mashed on top and brains 
ilown out. 
He leaves a wife and 


children. 


John McCollins, about 24 years 


old, lately married, cut in the head 
ind bowls torn out. 
He lived abont 


an hour. 


Tandy Vandeever, about 40 years 


old, right log broken and flesh torn 
jadly, right arm cut nearly off at the 
wrist. 
He lived about 2 hours after 


he accident. 
He leaves a wife and 


children. 


Henry Nett, a nephew of Peter 


*fue, was bruised on the head and 
mrt in the stomach, but will proba- 
>ly recover. 
He is about 20 years 


old. 


Tho inquest WBB held tit the court bmifco 


at 2 o'clock this afternoon, and tho fune- 
•al of {ho six dead bodieb ^ill probably 
10 held nt 1 oVlodt to-morrow afternoon. 


Of course1, there is no explanation for 


he disaster further than that hero stated. 
Che feurroiiiuling premises nre badly 
shattered, nnd thoro is sad grief in seve- 
«ernl households. 


Tho only psrfion not hurt was John 


rfurray. The other person that escaped 
was Henry Neu, a nephew of Peter Nen, 
ind a son of Christ Nen, n well-to-do 
far- 


mer, 
living abont six milcH west of this 


>laco. He was at fiist thought to lie fa- 
mily injured, but appears to be some bet- 
er to-night, and being j oung, about 21 
eare old, and strong and healthy, there 


are some hopes of his recovery. 


The bodies of the dead were all badly 


nangled, those of Jones andLiagdum bo- 
ng the worst. The latter could not be 
tressed, but was gathered up and folded 
n a sheet and placed in his coffin. The 
'nnerals will take plaoo to-morrow at on e 
o'clock, when the business houses will be 
closed and the city put in mourning. 
The coroner impaneled a jury, who re- 
;urned a verdict according to the facts 
above given, and finding the cause to be 
scarcity ot watei in the boiler, causing 
'ihe flue? to become very hot, and when 
ihe cold water was run in it caused the 
uploaion. The same old, old story, but 
ihere are conflicting reports, some olnim- 
ng that the boiler was old and defective 
and could not withstand the pressure 
leoefcsary. Peter Neu will be buried by 
ihe Octd Fellows, he being a prominent 
member of that order.

warehouse. 
The Kentucky distillers 


worked this scheme for all it was 
worth. 
Now when the time has 


come for them to take their liquor 
out of bond, they change their tone. 
They no longer beg the extension as 
a frtvor to themselves, but they de- 
clare if it is not done it will ruin tho 
whole country. 
It is well to remark

Thomas Harrison at the extra meet 
ing held at tho First M. E. church at 
o'clock on yesterday afternoon, when h 
made a deeply interesting talk oC about 
an hour's duration on "Tho Baptism o 
Fire" and how ho received it. The con- 
gregation which filled every seat in tho 
vast audience room and crowded tho side 
and rear aisles, besides filling tho spaco 
in and outside the chancel rail, was large- 
ly made up of adult persons, scores of 
whom came in from the country and 
number from distant towns and cities. 
The services began with singing and 
prayer, when Bev. Harrison selected his 
text and commenced speaking in his 
usual nervous and rather dramatic style, 
but all tho while impressing hia hearers 
with one important point—that ho was 
deeply in eainest. In tho beginning he 
dsrelt upon tho moaning of the words: 
"lie will baptize you (anybody) with the 
Holy Ghost and with fin," but before 
telling how he received the baptism of 
fire the boy preacher, to make his re- 
marks more imprecaino and to remove 
nny false notions that might exist in the 
minds of his hearers, told how other than 
Methodists had received the great bless- 
ing and power to do good. The first was 
Rev, 
Fiuney, the Presbyterian evan- 


gelist, whose 
wonderful 
power over 


the 
people and 
his works were en- 


larged upon at considerable length; 
next 
came 
Mrs. 
Hnvergal, 
the 


daughter of an Episcopal minister in 
England, who had received the baptism 
of fire; then Doctor Upham and Mrs. 
Edwards, of the Congregational church, 
and Bishop Fenelon and Madam Guyon, 
of the Catholic church, and Dr. Earl, of 
tho Baptist church, and there were men- 
tioned Dr. Wilbur Fisk, Bev. Wm. Brain- 
wen and Layman Hicks, the blacksmith, 
and Nannie Cutter, the dairyman's daugh- 
ter, of the Methodists, who had been 
blessed with the same baptism referred 
to in the text. After Mr. Harrison had 
related in a most effective manner the 
experience and testimony of those named, 
he waited a moment as he walked about 
the rostrum, and then commenced telling 
his own personal experience in receiving 
tho baptism of fire, which he pointedly 
described as his own great joy. Ho thank- 
ed (foA that he know he had been baptiz- 
ed wonderfully with fire. 
During the 


week following his conversion ho had read 
about the baptism of fire having been 
received by others, and his groat desire 
was to get it, and he was determined to 
obtain the great blessing. The way to 
get it was not clear to him, and for days 
and nights it worried and troubled him. 
He resolved to do something. Going 
alone up tho mountain side, near his 
home, he took with him only a bible and 
hymn book, 
He had resolved to etay 


there for six hours or longer. He had 
planned to pursue a certain course and 
would remain on his knees until the 
blessing came. Then he realized that hia 
course was ridiculous in the extreme. 
Immediately ho made a complete surren- 
der of himself to God, and by prayer and 
faith Bev. Harrison stated that he was 
baptized with fire then nnd there in two 
minutes and a half. It went through 
him body and soul, and all he could say 
was "Glory, glory, glory, glory, glory!" 


to apeak, not intending to talk longer 
than three minutes. He spoke a few 
minutes, but what he said he could uot 
recollect. He was compelled to stop by 
the sobbing and agony of n young man 
who sat in tho same pew he occupied. 
Mr. Harrison stated that he was more 
than astonished and sat down before he 
had finished covered with confusion.

' THE AFTERNOON 1IEETING. 


As early as 1 o'clock yesterday after- 


noon residents of Decatur and people who

Ho 
took for his subject tho word " Come," 
and while he was a little confused on ac- 
count of the situation iu which he found 
himself so suddenly and unexpectedly 
placed, ho talked with great earnestness. 
When the invitation for penitents to 
come forward was given, a half dozen re- 
sponded, and they were sent up stairs in 
tho audience room, where nearly 80 seek- 
ers were kneeling at the altar and iu the 
front pews. Of the 85 penitents about 35 
professed conversion, and at a late hour 
the closing service of the all-day jubilee 
came to an end. It was n wonderful day 
in the history of the revival and the 
church, and even greater results than 
have already been achieved are confident- 
ly anticipated. 
Bev. Harrison expects to 


witness the conversion of 2000 to 2500 
persons before he leaves Decatur. 


Mr. Harrison went to Warrensburg to- 


day where he held revival services this 
forenoon. It was a big meeting. Sixteen 
made a start. He is announced to go to 
Moawequa on Saturday. Begularservices 
this afternoon and evening and next week.

A LETTER FROM MR. LOBD. 


Facts About Florida—Statements of Gen- 


eral Interest. 


EDITOKS REPUBLICAN:—Through the 


courtesy of yonr popular journal, I will 
give my friends a few dots of and about 
Florida, and more especially of this sec- 
tion.

The lands are 
sufficiently rolling and undulating to add 
beauty and attractiveness to the grandeur 
and picturestjueness of the forest which 
extends in either direction from the vil- 
lage. This is a new town situated on the 
St. John and Lake Eustis railroad. There 
are here four business houses, which seem 
to fee doing a fair trade; a neafc and cozy 
little hotel of fifteen rooms, well kept, 
with two good boarding houses, all of 
which are tilled to their utmost capacity. 
This climate is delightful and in my 
opinion the proper resort for those ail'ect- 
edwiih asthmatic, bronchial or pulmo- 
iiury disease. It is known here that from 
the inlluence of the atmosphere those af- 
fected frequently experience immediate 
relief, aud in many cases where the dis- 
ease has not assumed u confirmed form, 
a permanent cure. There are many per- 
sons in this vicinity that have been en- 
tirely restored to health. The people 
here are kind, c' mmunicative and hob- 
pitable, and seem to be glad to have 
strangers stop among them. They are 
frugal, industrious and so honest as not 
to be suspecting, and are oftcu made vic- 
tims of and let their beautiful orange 
groves for a great deal less than their real 
value. Orange culture as a business and 
the climate for health are the grand de- 
sideratums of the country, while earl} 
vegetable farming with other fruits of n 
tropical character are of no mean consid- 
eration.

I have learned of nn orange grove 
on tho Ocluwnhn river, not very distant, 
that is three miles long and one wide, 
that is u natural grove, of the sour vari- 
ety, but was budded some years ago and 
now yields a fabulous income.

THE CORN QUESTION. 


A Matter of Special Interest to the Farm- 


er who Cribs His Corn. 


EDITOBS REPUBLICAN:—I have made a 


fair test of tho shrinkage of our corn 
crop in this section of country, and think 
it will hold good in all corn in Central 
Illinois. On Jan. 29th, last, I took ten 
ears of corn from a farmer's wagon on the 
street, selecting what I thought was a 
good average, and took them to W. M. 
Gladish's grocery store on Merchant 
street and had it weighed correctly to the 
ounce. 
It welshed 8 pounds and 8 


ounces: I then took it to my office and 
thoroughly dried it, Ou Feb, 12th I took 
it down and had it weighed again by the 
same party and on the same scales. It 
weighed 6 pounds and 9 ounces, making 
a skrinkage of 1 pound and 15 ounces on 
tho ton ears, or 15.93 pounds to the 
bushel, and within a small fraction of 23 
per cent. To make it more plain, the 
man that cribs 10,000 bushels of corn dur- 
ing the fall and winter, will take out next 
Juno 8,407 bushels. It will cost him at 
the present prices 84,000, or 47 3-5 cents 
per bushel, to say nothing about interest 
on the money and cost of cribbing. When 
he takes it-out of tho crib 6,000 bushels 
out of the 10,000 will be rejected corn; so 
you see my opinion is, that the man who 
cribs this crop oJ corn had better look a 
little out.

The High License Question 


IE all portions of the state the 


question of high license is attracting 
attention, and there is an earnest de- 
sire manifested to learn something 
about the matter 
from localities 


where it has been tested. A legisla- 
tive newspaper correspondent recent 
ly interviewed Senator George Hunt, 
with the following result 


Although the senate was not in 


session to-day, Senator Geo Hunt, 
of Edgar, was found hard at work 
m the room of the judiciary commit- 
tee, of which he is chairman, and 
was interviewed by the Tribune cor- 
respondent on the question of high 
license, now agitating the legisla- 
ture, of which he is generally recog- 
nized as one of the leading members. 
Being asked to explain the operation 
of the high license system in Edgar 
county, Mr. Hunt said 


Within the past six j ears we have 


only had license in Paris, where I 
reside, about half the time, and very 
seldom at any other place in the 
county at any time 
AVe have al 


ways had a high license or none at 
all. 
Dmmgmy lecollection the li 


cense has never been less than §400 
a jeai. 
The dealeis ha%e also been 


requiied to soil liquor only in the 
front room, anil have been prohibit- 
itod from using screens or painted 
windows 
This icqniiement is in- 


tended to present loafing m the sa 
loons 


Duung the last j ear we have had 


from five to soven saloons, and the 
number now is only about one half 
what it was when the license was 
only $ tOO or 'joOO 
Outside of the 


incorporated cities and villages I 
don't think there has been a saloon 
in the county for ovei 20 j ears 


' Where public sentiment,' con- 


tinued the senatoi, ''is iu thorough 
sjmpathj with the piesont dramshop 
act, it amounts almost to prohibi- 
tion 
Wheie tho sentiment is good 


enough to strictly enforce the law 
but few saloons will be licensed any- 
way. 
Where it is not, and license is 


granted, the fignies should be put 
sufficiently high to keep irresponsi- 
ble parties out of the business, which 
is productive of so large a percent- 
age of crime, bears its reasonable 
shaie of the burdens of government 
When a high license is enacted those 
who pay the license are interested in 
the enforcement of the law against 
selling without a license, and will of 
themselves see to it, at least to some 
extent, that those who do not pay 
license shall not sell 


The high-license measures now 


pending before the legislature, being 
referred to Senator Hunt, stated he 
did not thick the minimum license 
fee should be placed at less than 
$500, and that he would favor the 
passage of a bill of that character 
la conclusion, he said 
"I will fa1. - 


or such a bill because, as I have al 
ready stated, a high license operates 
to some extent as a police measure, 
by making those who pay license in- 
terested in having the law enforced, 
because it tends to keep iriesponsi- 
ble persons out of the business, and 
because it makes the business bear 
its proportion of taxation "

A Writ of Ei ror Allowed to Ihs Si'preme 


Court of the United Slater

The Supreme Court of Illinois, at 


the session in Springfield, jast closed, 
has re-nffirmed its decision made in 
September of last year, in the case of 
the People of the State of Illinois vs 
theWabash, St. Louis & Pacific Rail- 
way Company, which decision attract- 
ed wide attention at the time. 
The 


case was brought before the court a 
second time by the railroad company 
for the purpose of ha\ing the record 
so made up as to enable the company 
to take the case to the Supreme 
Court of the United States 


It will be remembered that our 


Supreme Court, in this case, decided 
that the statutes of Illinois pro-siding 
against discrimination in rates, etc., 
were applicable to shipments fiom 
points within the State to points 
without the State 


This, it is claimed by the railroad 


comnames, is in violation of that 
provision of the Fedei al Constitution 
giving to Congress the power to reg- 
ulate commerce between the States. 


Judge John M. Scott, of Bloom- 


ino-ton^ Chief Justice of the State 
Supreme Court, on the application 
of the Hon. Henry S. Greene, attor- 
ney for the railroad company, a few 
days ago, granted a writ of error and 
suporsedeas, and certified that the 
case presented a question of the con- 
struction of the Federal Constitution, 
and hence might properly be taken 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States for review 


The papers necess&ry to transfer 


the case to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, at Washington, have 
all been filed, and that tribunal will 
soon be called upon to decide the 
question involved, which is one of 
vast importance to the railroads and 
people of this and the other States 
of the Union.

Senator-elect Gullom Retires trom 


the Gubernatorial Chair. 


Oov. Hamilton Takes the Oath of 
Office 


~~ and Enters Upon His JDutits.

Yesterday Senator-elect Cullom re- 


signed the office of Governor of the 
State, and Lieut Gov. Hamilton was 
inaugurated as his successor. 
Early 


in the day GOT. Cullom filed the fol- 
lowing in the office of the Secretary 
of State: 


To the People of the State of Illinois: 
I hereby moat respectfully resign the 
office of Governor ot tbe State of Illinois, 
my resignation to take effect at 12 o'clock 
to-day. 


Having been chosen by yonr represent- 


atives to the office ot United States Sen- 
ator for the term commencing the 4th ot 
March next, I go out of this office with a 
profound sense of gratitude to you for 
the honor which you have twice conferred 
upon me, and with the pledge that I will 
use my best endeavors to serve your in- 
terest in the discharge of the duties of 
the office which I am about to assume. I 
have the fullest confidence that the dis- 
tinguished gentleman who succeeds me 
as Governor will servo you faithfully and 
well, with the ability aud patriotism 
which have always signalized his career 
in public life.

Just before noon Lieut. Gov. Ham- 


ilton, accompanied by the President 
of the Senate and the Speaker of 
the House, appeared in the Gover- 
nor's reception room and subscribed 
to the oath of office as Governor, 
which was administered by Judge 
Higbee, of the Appellate Court. — 
Judges Casey and Zane were also 
present, besides a number of mem- 
aera of both branches of the General 
Assembly, accompanied by ladies. — 
The installation was without further 
ieremony than the formality of tak- 
ing the oath. 
Gov. Cullom immedi- 


ately stepped forward and warmly 
congratulated Gov. Hamilton, and 
was followed by others present, who 
wished the Governor unbounded suc- 
cess in his administration. 


Gov, Hamilton and farnity have 


:aken possession of the Executive 
Mansion, and have gracefully assum- 
ed ita duties. 
They are rapidly per- 


fecting the domestic arrangements of 
;he household. 
They were enter- 


tained at luncheon, at the Mansion, 
yesterday, by Gov. Cullom and wife, 
who subsequently removed to their 
aome, on North Sixth street. It is 
expected that Gov. Hamilton will 
give his inaugural reception at an 
early day, but it will probably not 
occur until week after next. 
Natur- 


ally he is extremely busy with exeeu- 
iive business, including considera- 
;ion of applications for appointments. 
[t is the Governor's intention to dis- 
pose of the appointment of members 
of minor boards and commissions as 
speedily as possible, but the Board of 
liailway and Warehouse Commis- 
rioners will not bo selected for some 
"lays — certainly not until tb.9 public 
.ntrrest has boon fully and comploto- 
y developed in tho choico of carjtli- 
.l:il.ps for tho places. 


There will bn uo change in tho 


Secretaryships in tho Executive oliico 
fur tho present, Messss. Dorwin and 
Forrol renmiuing in their positions, 
which they have Jilloil so acceptably. 
A. friend of thfl Governor remarked 
last evening that Gov. Hamilton's 
brother will at onco assume the. law 
business of Hamilton & liowell, of 
Bloomington. 


It is understood that Gov. Cullom 


will arrange to go to Washington, 
somewhere about the 20th, for a 
short stay, whether an extra session 
of the United States Senate occurs 
or not.

Our National Liquor Bill. 


Chicago Inter-Ocean. 


In this connection some authentic 


(official) figures, covering the sale of 
drink throughout tbe whole country, 
have been obtained, and can be given. 
They are indeed startling. Mr. Jo- 
seph Nimmo, chief of the bureau of 
statistics in the treasury department, 
estimates the Bale of liquors in the 
United States for a single fiscal year 
at six hundred millions of dollars, 
distributed as follows : 
Whisky, 60,000,000 gallons 
»3flO,000,000 
Imported spirits, 2,600 OOU gallons... 26.000,000 
Imported wines, 10,708,000 gallons.... 63 600,000 
Ale, beer imd poi-ter, 6,6W,UOO brln... 130,000,000

It appears by the same census that 


the aggregate wages paid by all the 
manufacturing establishments of the 
country for the same year was $775,-

at $95,402,726—not one-sixth of 
the sum spent on liquors. 


The whole printing and publishing 


bill is but $60,862,447. 


All the libraries in the country,pub- 


lie and private, are said to contain 
45,528,938 volumes. Beckon the aV- 
erage value at $2 a volume, and it 
will give as the value $91,057,870, 
so that we drink up our books in less 
than two months. 


The entire church property of the

Receipt for Luminous Paint. 
For making luminous paint this is 


the receipt: Take oyster sheila and 
lean them with warm water. 
Put 


them into the fire for half an hour, 
and then take them out, cool them, 
pound them fine, and remove the 
worthless gray parts. Put the pow- 
der'into a crucible with alternate 
layers of sulphur. 
Close the lid and 


seal it up with sand made into a stiff 
paste with beer. 
After the crucible 


has been over the fire for an hour 
and afterward cooled, the contents 
will bo found to be white. Sift tho 
powder carefully and mix it with 
•uin water. 
This gives a paint 


which remains luminous for a very 
long time after dark if it is first ex- 
posod to daylight. 


The Refreshing Waters. 


Irrigation has been tried in West- 


ern Kiinsas with marvelous results. 
j''orrae.rly it was thought-that the dry 
plains fiti'ptching towards tha Arkan- 
sas river were useless for agricultural 
purposes. 
Thn light and lickle rain- 


falls, tho dry uir, tho hot winds and 
the long summers were supposed to 
constituto a combination of unfavor- 
able elements that it would be im- 
possible to overcome. But broad 
ditches were dug that distributed 
the waters of the Arkansas over 
these tracts, and now they bloom 
like a garden. 
The crops yielded 


the past year were astonishing. 
Onions were raised at the rato of 500 
bushels to the acre, oats 100 bushels, 
and other products in proportion. 


Advantage of Drainage to Wheat. 


Some idea of tho importance of 


good drainage in farming may be 
gathered from the fact that water 
may stand on wheat several days 
with little or no injury, provided 
there are drains underneath to carry 
it off even slowly. Water with a 
current is not injurious to wheat; but 
if stagnant, it is of course rank poi- 
son. 
If the water is frozen solid to 


the wheat roots, the plant is killed 
outright, no matter bow short a time 
it may remain. In a field with un- 
derdrains water will seldom remain 
on the surface long enough to freeze 
down to the roots of the plants.

iff begun in the House our Springer 
has worn out two sets of half-soles 
to his boots in pawing the floor, rais- 
inc' questions of order.

JotM Croestey's opinion in Ameriecm Carpet Re- 
porter and Decorator. 


•'What will be tbe carpets of the future, 


Mr. Crcsaley?" asked a representative ot 
THB AMBBIOAN CABPET BBPOBTEB, of H. 
B. Cluttin & Co.'s Boston manager the 
other day. 


" The carpets of the future," was the re- 


ply, "are velvets and moquetts." 


"Will they ever dispute the scepter 


with the body Brussels?' 


" They are disputing it already. In mjr 


opinion they will win the fight beyond • 
question before very long. It is only a 
question of time. Yes, unquestionably 
they have the advantage in every way. 
Just look at that," aiid Mr. Crossley un- 
rolled a handsome moquette. "Did you 
ever see ,1 body Brussels tout could equal 
that, in everything that goes to make up 
a desirable carpet? There is color beyond 
the possibilities of any uncut fiibrio ; tber» 
is the luxury of a soft, yielding carpet 
under the feet; there is beauty, durability 
o leapness. What more can you have in « 
ciirpet?" 


"But," said the reporter, "can they 


be easily kept cleau? I have seen it stat- 
ed that they are very d,llicult to sweep." 
" Not hulf so difficult as a body Brus- 


sels," was the reply. "Take this broom 
aud see for yourself. See how easily it 
slips over the carpet? I will tell you the 
reason. In a moquette the nap is long, 
and lies in one direction, so that one fiber 
lies partly over another, like shingles on 
a roof. Now, all tho dust that falls upo» 
that carpet will remain on the surface, 
uud the broom takes it oil' at ou.ee with- 
out milling up the nap—consequently 
there is no friction or resistance to the 
broom, and the cnrpot swctopa eiirsily. 
But with n body Brussels it is dill'erent. 
There the dust gets down bctwueu tho 
piles, aud you have got to get the broorn- 
coru down there to get it out. This 
raises u great friction and makes it hard 
to sweep ; besides part of the dust will re- 
main down there under the pile and you 
cuu't get it out. With a moquette there 
is no such trouble." 
" You spoke of the durability of mo- 


quettes a moment ago. Is there not a 
general impression among retailers and 
consumers that they will not wenr well? " 
" There is, but it is a false impression. 


You see, the wear comes largely on th» 
euds of the fibers, and it will take a good 
while to wear tliem down to the body of 
the carpet. In any uncut fabric, however, 
the wear comes on the aide of the thread, 
where it is folded over, and the moment 
that is worn through, the carpet begins t» 
look shabby. This advantage possessed 
by the moquettes is held to a still greater 
degree by the velvets, for in velvets the 
fibers are shorter and stand perfectly up- 
right, so that the wear comes entirely OB 
the ende." 
" Will not the the threads pull out i» 


sweeping.? They are only loosely fast- 
ened, in the middle, and at both ends," 
" No, they cannot pull out in sweeping. 


Just take the broom again and sweep 
that carpet as violently as you please. U 
you can sweep out a single thread I wil> 
make you a present of the roll." 


"I have swept that piece repeatedly, 


till I was tired," continued Mr. O., when 
the reporter's most vigorous efforts with 
the.broom had failed to detach any of th» 
wool, " and 1 never got a thread out of it. 
Of course you can pull them out witk 
your fingers, with an upward motion, but 
that isn't the way the wear comes ; and 
no legitimate uae will ever disturb them. 
Speaking of the durability of moquettea, 
my brother has watched their wearing 
qualities carefully for years, and he telfi 
me that he can conscientiously recom- 
mend them in that respect, in prefereno* 
to body Brussels. The Abbotsford Ho- 
tel in New York, which is owned by a 
member of my family, had its main hall* 
and corridors, where hundreds of peopl* 
are passing every day, covered with hand- 
some moquette carpets more than fiv» 
years ago, and to-day they still return 
their brilliant color aod are in good con- 
dition. I don't know what better teat 
they could be put to. You see, in a 
Brussels carper, four-fifths of the wool u 
on the back of the carpet, against th« 
floor, where it never gets any wear. Th« 
other nun-fifth has to do all the work, and 
when it is worn out the carpet is gone, 
thoii;;li Hie four-fifths may be as good a* 
new. Jn moqnpltcH ths wool is on th» 
suri'a'ie, where the wear and beauty aro, 
and not on the bad;, food for moths." 


"Are there any oilier advantages to mo- 


qin'tlesaud velvets besides what youhav* 
mentioned?" 


" Yes, they have one very important ad- 


vantage that I havo not spoken of. They 
are cheap. Aud that, you will find, it yom 
are posted in the carpet business, is a very 
important advantage indeed. You know, 
more than half of a raoquette carpet, that 
part which lies against the floor, which it 
never seen, aud which bears but a very 
small part of the wear, is made of hemp 
or cotton, which in many respects is pref- 
erable to wool for a groundwork. Xh« 
cheapness of these materials enables th» 
manufacturer to put more and better 
wool on the surface, where the wear 
come?, mind you, at a cost which, if th* 
carpets are retailed at the same price ob- 
tained for body Brussels, will leave a 
much larger margin of profit, both to job- 
ber and retailer. Moquettes can be re- 
tailed much lower than body Brussels if 
necessary, but I ahould be at a loss t* 
know why any one should not choose mo- 
quettes at the same price, after their mer- 
ifs are once understood and appreciated 
by the public. Improvements have lately 
been made in the selvage, BO as to render 
sewing easy and perfect. 


"Yes, sir; you can put down moqnettei 


and velvets as the carpets of the futura. 
The distrust in which thev are hold i» 
some quarters by those who do not know 
their merits is the renult of a systematic 
sneering by parties who are interested i» 
the manufacture of goods which thes« 
carpets are destined to supersede. But 
truth is mighty and will prevail."

A Disaster at Cincin- 


nati. 


Eeported New Management 


for the Wabash. 


.'ii. Feb. 13.—There is 


strong ground for hope that the dis- 
aster at tho Southern Eailroad de- 
pot was not attended with so great a 
loss of life iis reported. 
The matter 


has been very carefully investigated, 
and but for the positive statement of 
one man, it wo ild be difficult to say 
that any lives were lost at all. 
That 


man is the baggage-master. He says 
a great number of people were on 
the platform of the depot, and he 
thinks at least 200 went down in the 
water. 
This statement and opinion 


he repeats. All the other persons 
present say they saw no one in the 
water and believe none were lost; 
but (,hey all admit there was great 
alarm and a hurried flight, so that 
people might have been engulfed and 
not seen by the fleeing. Latham, 
the cashier, had sufficient warning 
to enable Mm to secure 52,000, but 
not enough to save all the money in 
the safe, and $200 or $300 were lost. 
With the exception of the members 
of Coup's Circus, who are reported 
missing, nothing like a definite state- 
ment as to any loss of life has been 
ascertained. 
No employes of the 


railroad company are missing. 
Tho 


company shows enough confidence 
in the ability of the remaining por- 
tion of the depot to use it. Trains 
arrive and depart regularly, but ac- 
cess to the freight depot is cut off. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 
]3.—At last a 


gleam of hopo came to-night when 
the reports showed that the river had 
icached tho highest point, at 5 p. m., 
when the marks showed 05 feet 1\ 
inches, and it is thought to have re- 
ceded about half an inch during the 
next four hours.

relief

night gives nervous apprehension of 
uore disaster to come.

tion is alarming.

and all lunds of manufacturing in- 
terests, whose business is wholly 
suspended, and many of whom lose 
goods. The manufacturers a1! lose 
heavily in damage to machinery and 
stock, aside from the loss of time. 
More than 1,000 business firms and 
manufacturers are thus prostrated, 
yet business men ere not dishearten- 
ed. For two days they have poured 
in a fund for the relief of the suf- 
fering among that much greater class, 
the poor, who are driven from home. 


CINCINNVTJ, Feb. 13.—A shocking 


disaster is reported by telephone 
from the western part of tho city. 
Both tho freight 
and passenger 


depots on the Cincinnati Southern 
Knihoad were undermined and fell 
into tho surrounding water, carrying 
with them a hundred or more people. 
Tho depots were one-story frame 
stiuctuies, resting on McLean av- 
onuo, which was almost covered by 
water on both sides. 
They fell in 


water 30 to 50 feet deep 
The earth 


has become so soaked as to melt, and 
the catastrophe was further hastened 
by tho breaking up of a sewer, which 
sent a current along tho bank. 
The 


crowds of people uho have been in 
that vicinity looking at the floods are 
supposed to be victims. 


It is almost impossible yet to tell 


the extent of the disaster at the 
Southern Kailroed depot. Only the 
freight depot went down. A great 
crowd of people was there, looking 
at the flood, when Ryan's restaurant, 
a small building near by, went down. 
The crowd rushed over on the plat- 
form of the depot to see what was 
the matter, when, suddenly, the de- 
pot collapsed and sank in the water. 
The track was, at the same time, de- 
pressed, and the cars standing close 
by ran into the depression, covering 
the people who had gone down with 
the fallen building. Not one body 
had been recovered at 1 o'clock nor 
could the by-standers give any intel- 
ligent account of how many escaped. 
The work of recovering the drowned 
will be exceedingly difficult, as the 
place is isolated, with great danger 
of other parts of the street melting 
as this portion did. 
It is possible, 


however, that the break in the great 
sewer in McLean avenue caused the 
depot to sink. 


The Common Council voted to rec-
